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PREFACE. 

The ability to spell well is a practical and, therefore, a desirable 
accomplishment. It is a mark of intellectual power and a source of 
intellectual pleasure. 

Under normal conditions there is no excuse for poor spelling. That 
many otherwise good scholars are poor spellers is a well-known fact, but 
it is an inexcusable and humiliating fact. Poor spelling is an intellectual 
defect, and its prevalence is without reason or justification. It is not due 
to a lack of interest on the part of pupils or teachers, but to a lack of proper 
appreciation of the value of the subject and to inefficient methods of 
teaching. 

Spelling cannot be taught with success incidentally any more than 
history or geography can be so taught. Its importance is not incidental, 
and its teaching should not be indirect nor haphazard — it should be 
regular and systematic. Lessons should be assigned in an orderly and 
methodical way, they should be studied carefully and attentively, and 
they should be recited separately and independently of other subjects. 

Some pupils are eye-spellers and some are ear-spellers; some lea,m to 
spell by seeing words and others learn by hearing words. Eye-spelling is 
pronounced in some, and ear-spelling is equally pronounced in others. 
Eye-spellers predominate, and, therefore, written spelling should prevail. 
There are pupils whose memory of word forms secured through the eye 
or ear is so poor that they leam to spell by writing words — the muscular 
spelling. Those facts suggest a method of teaching spelling that combines 
eye, ear, and muscle impressions. Such a method is presented in ** Sug- 
gestions to Teachers." 

The words in this speller were selected with great care from the 
speaking and reading vocabularies of pupils, and were arranged with 
special reference to their grade fitness and value. There is no mixture 
or grouping of common and uncommon words, ordinary and extraordinary

words, usable and non-usable words; but the words are listed in the order 
of their adaptation, as they are believed to occur in the pupils' vocabu- 
laries, and no word is used that pupils may not be called upon to write in 
the course of their school work or in their business and correspondence 
after leaving school. 

The alphabetical and topical arrangement of words is deliberately 
avoided as an offense against good grading and as being illogical and un- 
pedagogical. The law of association is complied with so far as it does 
not conflict with proper grading and the natural order of sequence. 

Geographical and historical proper names, language lessons, memory- 
gems, etc., are intentionally omitted as not having an appropriate place 
in a speller. All superfluous and irrelevant matter is excluded and The 
Dewey Speller is simply a spelling book. It is the result of several years' 
practice in the Dewey School, and has been revised until all the exercises 
are believed to be practical and progressive. 

In the preparation of this spelkr, I have received many excellent 
suggestions and generous assistance from my teachers, and I embrace 
this opportunity to express to them my appreciation and gratitude.

SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS. 

Experience proves the necessity of a spelling-book. The choice of 
words and the compass of the book are of primary importance, but the 
use of good methods, and an honest consideration of the value of the 
subject, merit the most earnest and impartial attention. 

The preparation and publication of The Dewey Speller is dictated by 
those ideas, and that its use in the hands of teachers and pupils may be 
as successful as the author desires and trustfully hopes, the following 
suggestions are recommended: 

1. Axioms of Spelling. 

First, a pupil should not be required to spell a word the meaning of 
which he does not know. Second, a pupil should not be required to spell 
a word that has no orthographic difficulty. Third, a pupil should not be 
required to spell a word that is not in his vocabulary or that cannot 
readily and reasonably be made a part of his vocabulary. 

2. Plan of Assigning J Studying y and Reciting Lessons.

Note — Words whose meanings are not known to pupils should be ex- 
plained by the teacher or studied from a dictionary when they are assigned. 

3. Extent of Lessons. 

Five words should constitute a lesson for the first, second, and third 
grades; eight words for the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades; and ten words 
for the seventh and eighth grades. 

4. Dictation Lessons. 

Every fifth lesson should be a dictation exercise. Spelling is a means 
to an end. Ability to spell well is of real value only as it enables one to 
write correctly. Sentences for dictation should be thoughtful and sensi- 
ble. The dictation exercises foDowing the grade lists of words are sug- 
gestive only and indicate what may be done and how it may be done. 
Every sentence for dictation should have at least two words that occur in 
the spelling lists of the grade. Words from preceding lists may be used 
very profitably in addition to those two or more words. Added interest and 
value would be given to those exercises by associating the sentences so as to 
make a short continuous story or a series of related statements. 

5. Word Drills. 

The "word drills" will be found interesting and profitable. 
They reinforce a knowledge of the meaning and use of words. 

6. Homophones. 

Homophones should be taught, as a rule, in dictation lessons, where 
their proper relations to other words maybe seen, and where their meanings 
are indicated by their use. They should not be taught together, nor should 
two homophones occur in the same dictated sentence. Such practice will 
lead to confusion and will defeat the end sought. Long intervals should 
occur between the teaching of any two homophones. One may be taught 
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in one grade and the other in another grade, or the two may be taught in 
the same grade, but at such intervals as will avoid perplexity in spelling. 

7. Rules of Spelling. 

The importance of those rules is too generally overlooked. They 
contribute very much to the principle of association, and to the correctness 
and certainty of spelling a large number of words. One rule should be 
taught in each of the fifth, sixth, and seventh grades. Pupils should be 
led to discover and to express the facts involved in the rules, and their 
application should be made clear and convinchig by many examples. The 
rule of one grade should be reviewed in the next higher grade, and all the 
rules should be reviewed in the eighth grade. 

8. Learn Words as Wholes. 

Children learn words as wholes, pupils learn new words as wholes, and 
words should be spelled as wholes. They should be studied as they gener- 
ally appear in script and print, and not as they sometimes appear separated 
into syllables and burdened and obscured by diacritical marks. Syllabi- 
cation should be observed in oral spelling, and diacritical marks should be 
taught in the grammar grades; but the division of words into syllables 
and their obscuration by diacritical marks in a speller, or as a requirement 
in written spelling, is contrary to right practice and good sense. 

9. Oral Spelling. 

Oral spelling is an aid to correct pronunciation, and it has other values 
which should secure it against neglect. Frequent oral spelling exercises 
are recommended. Oral spelling has an important place in the plan of 
assigning and reciting lessons. Occasional oral spelling reviews and 
spelling matches are very valuable exercises. 

i<5. Reviews. 

The necessity of drill an9 review of difficult words is admitted by every 
practical and successful teacher. In no other subject are drill and review 
more necessary to good results. Pupils should review not only the trouble- 
some words of their own grade but those of preceding grades. No review 
lists are given in this speller. The omission is intentional. The trouble- 
some words of one school may not be the troublesome words of another 
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school. Teachers are the best judges of the words that need reviewing, 
and, therefore, they are the proper persons to select words for review. 
Teachers should keep lists of misspelled words, and such lists will generally 
suggest to them the right words for review. 

11. Special Difjicidties. 

There are special or class difficulties in spelling that deserve attention. 
The chief ones are (i) words in which the final consonant is doubled; 
(2) words having silent letters; (3) words ending in al and le; (4) words 
ending in or, er, and at; (5) words ending in ary and ery; (6) words ending 
in ance and ence, and (7) words ending in tion, sion, and cion. The wis- 
dom of classifying those words, excepting classes i and 2, according to the 
principle of association is very doubtful. The author believes their classi- 
fication would be more harmful than helpful and that their spelling should 
be taught in connection with their meaning and use. Experience strengthens 
and confirms this belief. Drill and repeated drill on those words is neces- 
sary to lasting memory impressions. 

12. Definitions. 

Definitions should be more easily understood than the words defined. 
A definition is not a definition unless it makes clear the word defined — ■ 
unless it enables the pupils to use the word correctly. No other definition 
should be accepted. Pupils should be taught how to find such definitions. 
The use of the dictionary should begin in the fourth grade, and its use 
should be extended and emphasized in every succeeding grade. The dic- 
tionary habit — the habit of word study — enlarges and enriches the pupil's 
vocabulary, and this is the chief purpose of teaching, spelling. As the use 
of the dictionary advances from grade to grade, the pronunciation, definition, 
syllabication, and etymology of words should be learned. Synonyms and 
antonyms should sometimes be studied. 

13. Use of Words. 

The ability to use words correctly should always be associated with 
the ability to spell words. Pupils should be able to use in good sentences 
every word they can spell. Those words should be a working part of their 
intellectual possessions — a mark of their intellectual culture.
